Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file printout tends to promote and support the exploitation of children or 
young people for sexual purposes and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The one-page printout is a composite image consisting of 24 small images combining explicit 
adult sexual material with cartoons depicting young characters from well-known cartoons in 
sexual situations with adults. The primary purpose of the combination of images is sexual 
titillation and/or arousal. The humour and far-fetched nature of the cartoon images limit the 
extent to which the composite image is capable of creating or reinforcing a sexual interest in 
children or young people. However, despite these limiting factors, the availability of such material 
invites viewers to pursue this sexual interest and therefore tends to encourage the sexual 
exploitation of children and young people. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
